On  all  orders  placed  in  advance  we  ask  that  a 20  per 
cent  deposit  be  forwarded  with  the  order  and  we  will  then 
reserve  the  stock  for  shipment. 

ROOT  SYSTEM: 

It  is  a recognized  fact  that  a proper  root  system  is 
just  as  essential  for  a good  orchard  as  selected  buds,  and 
with  this  in  view  we  are  striving  to  produce  trees  with 
well  developed  roots  as  well  as  exercising  the  utmost  care 
in  selecting  our  buds  and  scions.  For  instance,  our  peach 
seedlings  are  grown  from  seeds  taken  from  trees  40  and 
45  years  old  and  still  healthy,  bearing  fruit  in  Northern 
California.  These  trees  were  seedlings  shipped  here  from 
the  Eastern  States  in  the  early  days.  This  with  the  care 
we  exercise  in  selecting  our  buds  from  record  bearing  trees 
will  assure  good  healthy  trees.

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DECIDUOUS  FRUITS 

All  of  our  fruit  trees  are  graded  by  caliper  rather 
than  by  height.  By  doing  this  we  are  able  to  give  our 
customers  a more  uniform  grade  of  trees  than  by  the  old 
method  of  grading.  Trees  graded  by  caliper,  when  planted 
in  orchard  form  and  cut  back,  will  be  of  uniform  size  and 
much  more  satisfactory  to  the  planter.  The  following  is 
the  basis  of  size  and  caliper  measurements  for  deciduous 
trees  with  the  exception  of  Figs,  Walnuts  and  Almonds: 

6 to  8 grade  trees  to  caliper  not  less  than  % inch. 

4 to  6 grade  trees  to  caliper  not  less  than  Vi  inch. 

3 to  4 grade  trees  to  caliper  not  less  than  % inch. 

2 to  3 grade  trees  to  caliper  not  less  than  % inch. 

1 to  2 grade  trees  to  caliper  not  less  than  3/16  inch.
